Kim Shelley of DWQ asked me this morning whether we know of any drinking water 
intakes along San Juan River. Below is the summary of what I found so far. 

• There are 3 surface water treatment plants (WTPs) in San Juan County: 
Blanding WTP (source water from Blue Mountains), Monticello WTP (source 
water form from Blue Mountains), and Mexican Hat WTP (source water from 
two wells near San Juan River). 

• I am not certain whether the hydrogeological gradient in the area of the 
Mexican Hat wells goes from the land toward the river, or these wells are more 
of infiltration gallery type and may be susceptible to river water influence. Due 
to the proximity of the Mexican Hat wells to the San Juan River, if these wells 
are downstream of the mine waste affected area, it's best to closely monitor 
the water quality of these wells and watch for changes. 

• Enclosed is the master report of Mexican Hat water system based on the 
information in our database. 

• In DDWs database, the current contact for Mexican Hat water system is 
Bruce Adams (or Danny Fleming) (business 435-587-3225 ). 

• David Ariotti (cell[personai Phone/Ex. e | is the DEQ District Engineer most familiar 
with the water systems in San Juan County. David may have more 
understanding of the Mexican Hat wells.
